OCTOBER WEATHER 


The Sorvey Department has issued the 
following report on the weather during October 
last 


Thronghout the month, the weather has 
been usually fine and undisturbed in charactor. 

Lightning occurred at Cairo and Port Said 
on the evening of the 21at. At Cairo, this was 
immediately followed by « short but violent 
hailstorm in which there fell hailstones up to 
25 m.m. in diameter At Port Said on the 
following afternoon, there was a similar more 
violent storm, also precedéd by lightning. In 
this case, the hailatones were even larger than 
at Cairo, the largest piece picked up being of 
the weight of 560 grammes. 

‘Pressure was above normal ove: the Eastern 
Mediterranean, but somewhat below at all 
stations south of Cairo. 

Temperature was higher than normal in the 
Central Mediterranean, lower over Egypt and 
the Eastern Mediterranean, higher over the 
Sudan north of Khartonm, and’ lower again 
south of Khartoum. 

Rainfall was in excess in the south at Kodok 
and Gallabat eeual in the month appears to 
have failed entirely. 

River gauges fell steadily throughout the 
month except for the two small waves which 
checked the fall of the Blue Nile. Roseires is

CAIRO STRERTS 


A Cairo correspondent writes The state 
of the Cairo streets has for so long a time been 
the cause of complaint, their filth and rough- 
ness have so frequently been commented open 
without avail, that we had almost come to 
look upon the existing state of things as sn 
inevitable disgrace which we were powerlexs to 
remedy, and to cease to mormur when we are 
forced to leave a pavement strewn with the 
stone and rabbish* which is being carted to 
or from some new building, but hitherto we 
have had no reason to speak of either roads 
or pavements as being absolutely dangerous. 

We cannot, however, say the same thing any 
longer,for the department which has previously 
only been guilty of an astonishing laxity, has 
now gone to the extreme of allowing the exca- 
vations for new buildings to encroach upon the 
public pavement, and to leave it to chance 
that the passer-by may notice it before he 
is precipitated into on excavation at least a 
couple of fect deep 

A few days ago there was a pavement in the 
Sharia Madebegh, of which last night a portion 
had been removed and the excavation above 
mentioned had taken its place. There waa.no 
light to mark the spot and absolutely no barrier 
of any kind erected to prevent the possibility 
of an accident 


There is no excuse for such gross carcless 
nees on the part of the suthorities who are 
responsible to us for at least safety in the 
streets, In no other town would such « thing 


be allowed, and one cansee no reason why it 
should be tolerated here. The constant block 


is perhaps unavoidable, though even in this 
case a little supervision of the contractors 
would do much to redace the evil, but to 
leave a gaping excavation in one of our most 
frequented streets is an anpardonable breach 
of duty
